MONSTER MEETING WILL B£ HELD.

PiTTSBUKOt Aug. 2. — Marching minerf 
from all over the diatrict are converging 
toward Camp Determination, and if all 
thoM raported aa being on the inarch 
reach the aeene before 11 o'clock there 
vill be at least 6.000 diggers present at 
the big meeting which is scheduled for 
that hour at McCn a s Fchoolhoase. The 
miners expect bi,0<>0 to be on hand. 

The borough of Thrtle Creek esperi- 
onced the liveliest day in ita hiatory 
with ita large traniient popolation of 
miners and coriona visitors, but the day 
passed without trouble of any kind. 
Rurgess Ttafs of the borough vi.^itfd 
t}ic miners' camp and stated he had iiv. 
reason to order the crowd to disband, 
and as long as peace prevails he will 
not disturb them. 

There was a complete sliift in the 
make*Qp of the campers yesterday. 
The men from the Wheeling division of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, who have been 
on guard ever since the big movement 
against the Dearmit men was inung- 
nrated, left during Saturday night for 
their homes at Finleyville, Un.stonville, 
Snowden, Whitehall and Banksville. 
These same men, after reaching home 
and recoperating somewhat, huvo 
formed new divisions and are return- 
ing to the peat of war in order to attend 
the big meeting. 

While the old goard was flitting new 
men were taking their places, and took 
charge of the watch that is to be kept 
up until all of the New York and Cleve- 
luid men qnit work. 
. Satnrdaj's - guard was noticeable for 
the absence of foreigners. The gather- 
ing on watch today is jnst the reverse 
and is composed almost entirely of the 
foreign element, which is much more 
excitable than the others and much 
harder to control. This phase gives to 
the situation a more serious aapect. 

Over 1,000 weary strikers are quar- 
tered at CfUiiP Determination, and 
about 100 at Camp Desperation, and 
about 400 lounged about the hills above 
and around Turtle Creek. 

When the first batch of 650 marchers 
arrived on the scene yesterday they 
were very hungry and clamored for 
food. There were provisions enough 
left for 200 men ana a grand rn>^h was 
made for the provision wagon, and the 
result was many went hungry. About 
this time ( rganizer Miller arrived on 
♦he scene and announced that a Pitts- 
burg baker had donated 1 ,0<iO loave.s of 
bread and a grocer had given a do/en 
cheese. To prevent another rush, Mil- 
ler (irf^aiii/ed a guard, and all were sut- 
isfitd for th» time lu-ing. As larpe do- 
nations of food hiv bi'en pronused. 
there is not likely to be u repetition of 
this scramble. 

Among the most prominent visitors 
at the miners' Turtle ("reek camp yes- 
terday were (ieni'ral ,Ioh!i Little, ]ir( si- 
dent,' and .Jt'Bfpli Bishop, secretary of 
the Cihio state board of arbitration. 
They are ready to solicit signatures to 
the uniformity a^treeinent and were 
present to get tlie status of affairs among 
the strikers, tieneral Little exi)re.»se(l 
some surprise at the demonstration. lie 
paid he had nfteii seen miners o;i a 
strike in the Buckeye state, but never 
had stcn them assembled under sucli 
cii cuiiistanoe.s. He said he was jjleased 
with the apparent manifestations of 
peace. 

Sheriff Harvey A. Lo.vry sjjent the 
afternoon in Turtle Creek consulting 
with his deputies. Chief iJeputy .lames 
Richi-irds was in the district all night. 
Sheriff Lowry said tliat he wouM not 
interfere with the strikers in lioldinir 
meetings if they actid ordi riy. He will 
not allow them to go on tlie jjroperty of 
the New York and Cleveland Gas t oal 
company, nor will not allow them to act 
disorderly while ' marching on the road. 

Secretary 'Warner says the miners' 
officials have decided to bring an action 
in equity against Sheriff Harvey A. 
Lowrey, asking for an injunction re- 
straining that official from executing 
the prolusions of tbe proclamation. He 
■aid the proclamation was in violation 
df law, and they would go into court to 
have that point settled. 

"I believe the proclamation is illegal," 
said Warner, "and we are going to try 
and find ont if the sheriff has a right to 
interfere irith a peaceabl e aaaemUage. ' ' 

SURPRISI IM WIST vmaiNIA. 

More U9U Will ' Come Out and It U V— 

lleved All Will Follow. 

PUBMONT, W. Va., Aug. •..♦.—"There 
Ic a surprise iu store for the operators i>f 
this region," saiil .lo.-eph W. Rea last 
nig^t. "Inside of hours there will 
be sereral additions to the men already 
out." 

There is more in Rea's words than 

many people think. He has been liere 
Bince last Wednesday and has had two 
or three meetings each day ; not in the 
usual way, but has quietly gone to 
some Bchoolhouse or public liall and tlie 
miners have gathered there as if by 
magic. Rea aays he is higlily elatd 
over the prospects and thinks West Vir- 
ginia will yet come out. 

Mahon telegraphed from Charle.«ton 
yesterday that the Kanawha and N<'w 
River men had struck for 60 cents a ton 
and a check weigbman. Rea says he 
intends to call on special judge John 
W. Mason, who granted the injunction, 
and that he wants to know what the 
ju^ means. He doca .sot know 



whetlier the injunction attempts to 
keep him from holding meetings in the 
public roads or not. 

There are more (jigns now of a general 
laying down of jncks than there has 
been since the strike began. None of 
the operators have contracts of more 
than 10 days in length, and the men 
sav if they do not come out the other 
miners will go back and they will re- 
torn to tha 26.c ent rates. 

ENCOURAGING TO THE STRIKERS. 
Let! Co»l Comlnc Oat of tho Fairmont 
RcglMi nUM ThOM Wm LMt Week. 

Whsbuxo, Aog. 9.— There has been 
n decrease in the amount of ooal coming 

out of the Fairmont region on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio road compared with 
the same period last v.-eek Last week 
the average number of cars received at 
Bellairo was 200, now the i.'. erage Is 
probably not over lOO. Last week the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie was handling 
7.5 to 100 cars dai'y, now not more than 
60 cars are handled. The Cleveland. 
Lorain and Wheeling comparison is the 
same as the Wheeling and Lake Erie. 

In the Wheeling district the condi- 
tion is full of uncertainty. Tbe break 
at Boggs Run has made it very difficult 
to keep the men at .Glendale, Mounds- 
ville and Elm Grove out. Some are 
workiiiK now, but this week will wit- 
ness a desperate effort to make the sus- 
pension general throughout the district. 
The operators claim to be sure of their 
ability to keep at least half of their 
usual number of men at work. 

Interest in West Virginia is centering 
on the "miners' day" demonstration 
recommended at the late Wheeling con- 
ference of the labor leaders of the coun- 
try. Although the assignments of 
speakers have not yet been made by 
President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor, it is sai I he will 
send liis best men into this state witli 
the hope that a result of the demonstra- 
tion will be the tying up of the inineH 
throughout the state. At the Wheelini; 
meeting it is probable Muhou. who is in 
charge in West Virginia, will be the 
principal speaker^ 

MONEY MUST BE FORTHCOMING. 

Dnitod Labor Lrogue of Pittvburs Held ■ 

Sympathetic Meeting. 

PrrtRBl'Ki), Aug. L-iSt niphf a 
largely attended meeting of the United 
Labor league was held to take action 
concerning the miners' strike. The la- 
bor unions of Allegheny were well rep- 
nesentrd by delegates, who took active 
parts in tlie proceedings. Addresses 
were nia'ie by President Dolan. Secre- 
tary Warner and Organizer Miller, of 
the miners' ofhcials, and by Mrs. N. G. 
Jone.s, who became prominent as ati 
agitator during the American Railway 
union troubles in Chicago. She will be 
one of the speakers at the Ug meeting 
here on Thursday. 

The gist of the miners' officials 
speeches was that money, and quite a 
goodly sum, must be forthcoming at 
once if the strike is to be continued. 
They made forcible appeals to their fel- 
low-unionists, and the result was the 
appointment by the league of a commit- 
tee to represent the matter to the differ- 
ent organizations with the end in view 
of securing the necessary sinews of war 
for the strikers. 

A set of resolutions were adopted ex- 
pressing hearty sympathy' for the 
strikers, calling on' all union workmen 
to come to their relief, and roundly de- 
nouncing the action of Sheriff Lowry 
in commanding the strikers to not as- 
semble on the highways of the county. 
Tiiis proclamation they consider a vital 
abridgement of the rights of peaceable 
citizens.

PUDDLERS' SC ALE A GREED UPON. 

Iron Manufaictureri Have Their tsy at • 
Vouogatown Confarenco. 

YoujcQBTOwH, O., Aug. It was 

daylight yesterday morning before the 
iron manufacturers and the pnrtdlers 
of the Amalgamated association confer- 
ence committee agreed on a scale for 
puddling. There were 26 puddlers on 
the Amalgamated committee of 100, 
and the puddlers had th'e say about ac- 
cepting or rejecting tha proposition di- 
rectly affecting them. 

The puddlers made several attempts 
to effect a compromise and obtain |4 25 
a ton for puddling, but the manufac- 
turers j^sitively refused to recede from 
their demand for a reducticn from $4 
to |4. When the puddlers held their 
last secret meeting to consider the mat- 
ter the vote stood \n to Vi in favor of 
raking the whole reduction, and this 
portion of the difficulty was at an end.

TROUBLE FOR GOLD SEEKERS 

Canad nn Diillr* Too IIIf;h and «)nir<TR 
Will He Ilftlid. 

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 2.— There is 
almost certain to be trouble between 
American miners going over White 
Pass into the upjier Yukon basin and 
Canadian customs ftfhcer.-;. These offi- 
cers, four in. number, went north on 
the steamer Islander from Viotoria 
Thurfdny. 

When they reach Dyea they will find 
over 1.000 gold hunters scattered be- 
tween the head of Linn canal and the 
summits. They will attempt to collect 
duty on the outfits, clothing and pro- 
visions from these men. averaging 10 
per cent ad valorem to 85 per cent speci- 
fic duty. In many cases, perhaps in th? 
most, the payment of this duty, ranging 
from $26 to $100 per man. would so 
cripple the gold hunters financially as 
to incite a refusal to pay. 

With hundreds of determined hot 
headed fortune hunters on oae side and 
a handful of onsioms officers ou tue 
other, the chances sire strong for 
trouble. . 

The purpose of the Dominion govern- 
ment to collect duty from miners going 
into the Northwest territory has excited 
the people of the coast to a point of hos- 
tility. The policy is entirely a new de- 
parture in administration of affuirs iu 
the north of Canada, and is distinctly 
in contrast to the policy of libeciUty 
heretofore pursued. 

So worked up ore the people of Seat- 
tle that a public meeting was held at 
the Chamber of Commerce here to take 
action on what many condemn as an 
outrage. The meeting was addressed 
by ex- Senator .John B. Allen, who was 
made chairman of a committee of prom- 
inent men to formulate a remonstrance 
to the federal authorities at Washing- 
ton. Tlie Unit, d States government 
will be askeil to disestablish the subport 
at Dyea. a step recently taken by the 
state ilei-.artinent as a concfSsion to 
Cm. nil. Ill vessels engaged in carrying 
Aim riean- to Dyea in competition with 
American ships sailing from Puget 
sound and the Pacific coast. Tlio con- 
ces.-if)ii was a din ct betielit t« Canadian 
vessi'ls and is an injuiy to American 
merchantmen. This is the light in 
which the matter is viewed here. 

The demand that the subport be 
abandoned will not be made as a retal- 
iatory measur<' wholly. althou>;li the 
present attitude of the iJominion gov- 
( rnment is taken as an indii ation of its 
failure to appreciate the favor conferred 
by the United States in making a sub- 
port of Dyea. 

A letter received here from a former 
Seattle man now at Dawson City says 
that claims are staked out for Irtu miies 
in all dirtctions from Dawson City. It 
is utterly impossible to get a hx-ation in 
any of the rich streams in the district. 
The good ground is all taken, and the 
thousands that go into the country this 
winter will be forced to prospect new 

tiMTitory. 

This will result in opening new niin- 
iim districts in Alaska, where are 
connthss rich streams which liave 
never been troubled with the sluice 
boxes and gold roeker a of the miner. 

Fell Into a Flywheel. 

S. C, Aug. 2.— Yesterd.iy 
afternoon H. B. Owens, foreman of The 
.State, newspaper of this city, met with 
a ftarful accident in the engine roinn, 
from the effects of which he died a fe\. 
hours afterward. Ho was slipping a 
pump belt on, when his feet flew from 
under him and he fell, head first, itito 
the 6-foot flywheel of the engine. His 
arm and head went through and were 
crushed between the framework and 
t he spoke of the engine. His neck was 
dislocated.

PEACE CONFERENCE "delayed. 

Turkey Pretentt New Aiuendmenta Which 
Will Necemttate Fnrther DUcuatlon. 

CfixsTANTiNoi'Li;, Aug. Tlie peace 
conference held a thre'-lujur's ^e-sion 
."Saturday ami the result i- a furth' r 
postponement of the actual >ignature 
of the peace preliminaries. Tlie am- 
bassadors presented the remaining sec- 
tions of the draft, including those pro- 
vidinp for a limited control of Greek 
linaiK es and a new article defining the 
time and method of evacuating Thes- 
saly.

PASSENGER TRAIN WRECKED. 

Two yivu Iiit,ill> lii.liiD'il and Three

here for Kansas City at 10 :S0 o'clock 
last night, crashed into four loaded 
freight cars which liad been 1. ft c.ire- 
lessly standinj on the main tracli at 
Yates Center. r< -ultin? in a wr ek that 
will cost the lives of two trainmen.

LoMDON, July 30.— The twin qaeationa 

of muiiii'ipal lijrhtiiiK and the disposal of 
garbage have been solved in a manner 
that will arrest the attention of reform- 
era and municipal authorities through- 
out the civili/.ed world by the vestry or 
town council of Shoreditch, the most 
populous of towns which go to make up 
the metropolis of greater London, and 
during the coming week the system w ill 
be inspected by and explained to over 
two hundred representatives of English 
and continental cities. .In hrief, and 
avoiding te«-hnical details, the district 
has bad for a month in successful opera- 
tion a garhajie destroying and electric 
lighting plant, each working in connec- 
tion with the other. 

The plant consists of destructor cells 
capable of burning l.',UO() tons of Kai bage 
box and ash bin refuse per month, the 
heat given oil being sufficient not only 
to provide the electric light and pow€^ 
fof the whole of Shoreditch, with a pop- 
ulation of 150,000, but of providing beat 
for the public baths and wash-bouses. 
Heretofore the municipality has paid 
nearly a dollar a ton to bargemen to 
carry the garbage and refuse out to sea 

and sink it, while tiie cost of providing 
heat for the haths has averaged f.j.OOO a 
year. Through the same plant the sew- 
ers are Ventilated, effecting another sav- 
ing of $o,lK)li annually. 

No coal or other fuel of any descrip- 
tion save the garba^ and refuse is used 
to operate the plant. The enterprise 
also threatens the collapse of the jjas 
companies supplying the district, the 
municipality having fixed the price of 
the electric current at 4 cents per unit for 
the daytime and >> cents for night. Even 
at this nominal figure the profits will be 
so lar>;e that a puhlic lil^rary, museum 
and technical institute are to he erected 
out of the receipts for the first two years 
at a cost of half a million dollars. The 
highest pressure of steam so far raised 
in the boilers from the garbage ii 200 
pounds. 

WHAT T» EAT. 

Healtkhl Dishes That Can Be Prepared 
With Little Fire. 



"During the hot months," writes Mrs. 

.S. T. Rorer, in the Auj;iist Ladies' Home 
Journal, "the diet should consist largely 
of dainty, cold, lean meat, green, succu- 
lent veiretahles and li uits. It is a popu- 
lar fallacy that the free use of sub-acid 
fruits during hot weather causes disturl)- 
ance of the bowels. No diet is more 
healthful than rii)e fruit, provided it is 
properly miisticated and swallowed before 
or after bread and butter, but never with 
it. 

The lighter wheat preparations, such 
as farina, wheatlet and glutena, should 
i ) e substituted for t he heat-gi ving oat meal 
for lireakfaat. Cook enou:j;h one morning 
to last two, as they are just as palatable 
cold as they are hot. While fried food 
may seem a little out of place in the w arm 
weather there are certain light dishes 
that may be utilized for breakfast 

"Cornmeai or hominy croquettes, or 
even rice cro<|uettes, may be made the 
day before and simply fried at serving 
time. Squash and encumbers may be 
dipped and fried. In the chaffing-dish 
one may have chipped heef, creametl or 
fricasseed barbecued beef, cold meat 
warmed in a little tomato sance, and 
dishes of eggs, such as omelets, scram- 
bled eggs, creamed eggs or poached eggs. 

"Fruit that is very acid abould not be 
served too cold. Powdered sugar and 
cream should accompany the fruit course. 

"In the place of chops or steaks we 
may have eggplant, boiled or fried to- 
matoes, panned tomatoes, a dainty omelet 
with peas, omelet with asparagus tips 
or with paMley, following the fruit. Corn 
oysters and corn fritten may also take 
the place of meat. CofTee, tea, chocolate 
and milk are, of course, in summer, as in 
winter, tbt breakfast bttveragea."
